The Agrarians and Commu nists, after b itter fighting have cap­ 
tu red Plevna and raised the red flag, an u nconfirmed despatch from 
Sofia said. 
Other despatches from Salonika reported a Serb ian concentra­ 
tion on the Bu lgar frontier and said the troop movement was b eing 
hastened for the pu rpose of invading Bu lgaria and occu pying her 
collieries at the first opportu nity.

It is the same in Spain, as a result o f the quick, 
successful little revo lutio n put o ver the o ther day by 
a military clique. 
Gen. Primo Rivera is ruler o f 
Spain, o usting the go vernment which lately gave him 
o rders. 
He, like Musso lini, pro fesses to be acting fo r 
the welfare o f King Alfo nso , and Alfo nso smilingly 
accepts the 
situatio n, 
swings 
o ver 
and 
endo rses 
Rivera’s acts as he is bidden. 
Bo naparte made mo nkey s o f kings, fo r a little 
while, but they rallied after his departure. 
No w, 
w'here they remain in Euro pe, they are reduced to the 
status o f co mpo site so cial leader and no tary public. 
Any upstart with eno ugh po litical backing can o rder 
them aro und, and they can o nly smile and o bey 
o rders while maintaining their theatrical po se and 
pretending that the autho rity emanates fro m them.

An autum n wind, a careless 
camp er, a ho me o n hills with little water and inade­ 
quate fire ap p aratus, and the years have faded. 
In this city, we are to ld, the p rice o f fire p ro ­ 
tectio n was so great th at few, even o f the better 
to do residents, co uld affo rd it. 
Insurance was a

Fro m Andrew Jackso n do wn, there have been 
Presidents with tem p eram ent and with distinctive 
human traits. 
Abraham Linco ln was p erhap s the 
mo st “human,” so to sp eak, o f all the Presidents. 
He indulged mo st in humo r. 
Even in the darkest 
ho urs o f the Civil W ar, when the fate o f the Unio n 
hung in the balance, Mr. Linco ln eased the strain 
o f the tragic ho urs by relating humo ro us anecdo tes. 
Co lo nel Ro o sevelt was intensely human. 
He wo re 
the dignities o f the Presidency p ro p erly, but he 
never bent under the weight o f them. He delighted 
to say and to do the unco nventio nal. 
He bro ke 
traditio n after traditio n, while he was in the W hite 
Ho use. 
Presidents are men—bo ne o f the co mmo n p eo p le’s 
bo ne and flesh o f their flesh. They have their ho urs 
o f relaxatio n and relish levity, at times, just as do 
o rdinary mo rtals. 
They are no t 
to p heavy 
with 
so lemnity and dignity.

Take the seco nd p iece o f adhesive and p lace 
it half way o ver the p revio us o ne and to ward the 
to es, fo llo w the same co urse up to inner side o f 
leg. 
^hus yo u have an artificial ligam ent that is 
p ractically as stro ng as a no rm al ligament. 
Wear 
this fo r fo ur o r five days—no lo nger—then remo ve 
it, and after p utting so me talcum p o wder o n the 
leg, p ut o n two mo re strip s. 
R ep eat this fo r a 
m o nth o r six weeks, and then p ut o n a facto ry co t­ 
to n figure o f eight bandage with the “p ull” in the 
sam e directio n and wear it fo r a co up le o f mo nths.

In the numberless communities throughout New England and the 
states extending into the middle west and far west in the United States 
there comes the revival annually at about this season of the year of 
that ancient institution known as the county fair. 
These festivals are 
not observed in every county but it is safe to say that in the great ma­ 
jority of counties there is an annual gathering, partaking of the “ harvest 
home" celebrations of an earlier period, when the producers of grains 
and vegetables, fruits, and the products of the dairy, and the possessors 
of fine horses, cattle, sheep, swine, and poultry enter into a friendly com­ 
petition to determine who has excelled in his chosen undertaking. 
The 
people of nearly every community claim to have achieved excellence in 
some particular line of production. 
Peculiarities of soil or climate contribute to the effort to perfect 
particular fruit or a variety of grain. 
Perhaps, too, some undiscovered 
or unproclaimed Burbank dwells unostentatiously in a sheltered valley 
where wonderful apples, surpassing all others in size and flavor, are 
raised year after year. 
Possibly some quiet and unassuming farmer boy 
has discovered the secret of dealing profitably with bees and has succeed­ 
ed in producing more and better honey than othecs. 
Some housewife, 
skilled ¡n the arts of the dairy, perhaps comes to renew her friendly lien 
upon the prize .offered to buttermakers. 
A youngster, lover of birds, 
perhaps has built a model bird house which he exhibits for the admiration 
of a hundred neighbor boys and girls. 
One who travels about at this season of the year has the opportunity 
to observe contemplatively the changes which a score of years have 
wrought in the appearance of county fairs. 
Where once there were hun­ 
dreds of teams and wagons on the highways and in the open space a 4 
joining the fair grounds, today there are countless automobiles parked 
in improvised roped-in inclosures. 
But the metamorphosis is noticeable 
as well in the appearance of the visitors as in that of their equipages. 
Men, women, and children are better dressed and more prosperous than 
a quarter of a century ago.

The county fair is a school. 
Those who, whether through mere 
curiosity or a sincere desire to learn, are brought into contact with it, 
are sure to advance a step from where they stood before.

several farms. 
About 4,00 budded 
trees are now producing pecans of 
highest quality. 
W hen extension 
work was resumed in the county 
in 1922 the development 
of 
the’ 
pecan industry was chosen as a 
prominent feature of the extension 
program. 
M any community gath­ 
erings were held to discuss 
the 
possibilities of the industry and 
particularly to acquaint farmers of 
the county with methods of 
ac­ 
quiring 
improved 
stock.

leaders were chosen 
from

community who were 
thoroughly : 
drilled in selecting

native 
trees and setting the buds.
